ACHYRANTHES LINDENI VAR. HOVEYI.

To obtain a fine display of Roses, the soil should be well enriched with old manure, 
covering the ground in autumn four inches deep. If the season is dry, give them plenty 
of water, and occasionally liquid manure.
